ARRESTED FOR MURDER. 


A nother Victim o f Ho-called 
Sparring 
M atches. 


S a n F r a n c isc o , June 10th.—About noon 
to-day Bernard Meyer, a barber, who is not 
working at present, called at the office of 
Chief Crowley, and asked to be permitted 
to see the body of McBride, who was killed 
at the Golden Gate Club last night. A few 
questions uncovered the fact that he was 
one of La Rue’s seconds, and accordingly 
he was marched below and booked for 
murder. He says that he knew neither of 
the two men, but got the ‘‘tip" on the fight 
in * Stockton-street saloon. Accordingly 
be went up, and seeing three men back of 
McBride, and only two back of La Rue, he 
went oyer to La Rue’s corner and assisted 
in fanning him. In his cell at the prison, 
where he was seen by a reporter, he was 
very cheerful, and treated the whole mat­ 
ter as a very huge joke. 
About 1 o’clock James J. Jamison. Sec­ 
retary of the club, surrendered himself. He 
was placed under arrest, bat bad not been 
booked at 2:30 o’clock. The delay was 
probably in order to enable him to get 
bonds. 
About 2 o’clock officer McLaughlin ar­ 
rested Joe Bowers, the pugilist, on O’Far- 
rel street, and booked him for murder. 
When Bowers saw the officer approaching 
he ran at fall speed for several blocks, and 
was caught in front of the Orpheum. He 
said, when asked why he ran away, that 
he wished to go to the clnb before being 
arrested. After which he intended giving 
himself up. The police are now looking 
for a man named Murphy, who seconded 
McBride. 


OREGON SCHOOL 
BOOKS. 


A n A ttem pt to Control th e Board or Ed­ 
ucation F alls. 


P o r t l a n d , June 10th.—Last Thursday 
the Board of Education adopted text-books 
for the Slate. The American Book Com­ 
pany, representing the book trust of the 
country, received 
about 28 per 
cent, 
of the awards, the remainder going to 
outside houses. 
Two members of the 
Board, 8tate Superintendent Bryau, and C. 
R. Tiffany, of Sprague, voted for all the 
trnst books constantly in the Board. 
The trust agents wanted Leach to appear 
before the Board and move a reconsidera­ 
tion of its action last Thursday, so far as 
readers and arithmetics were concerned. 
He was to get $5,000. and was promised 
the Superintendency of the Seattle schools. 
The trust men claiming that they controlled 
three members of that Board. Leach made 
a motion to reconsider yesterday, and it 
was adopted and the matter left open. He 
received a check for the money and ex­ 
posed the plot to the Board to-day. 
The Board promptly readopted the read­ 
ers and arithmetics which were adopted 
last Thursday, and passed resolutions con­ 
demning the American Book Company 
and its agents. C. E. Eames, who signed 
the check, is deputy manager of the de­ 
tective association in Portland, Or. 
The reconsideration and adoption of 
trust arithmetics and readers would have 
given the trust houses 80 per cent, of the 
books in this State, involving thousands of 
dollars. 


BOND ELECTION. 


titocktonttes Jollifying Over T belr Pro­ 
posed Im provem ents. 


8 t o c k t o n , June 10th.—Bands of music 
playing, cannon firing, and general jollifi­ 
cation to-night indicate the result of to­ 
day's election on the issuance of bonds for 
$195,000, to be expended in public improve­ 
ments. The bonds were carried on an 
average vote of four to one. The total vote 
was 1,868, which is about 600 short of the 
vote cast at the last city election. Only 
383 votes were against the bonds. The 
money is to be expended for general im ­ 
provements, as follows: Eighty-five thou­ 
sand dollars for a system of main sewers; 
$35,000 for the completion of the water­ 
works, for street-sprinkling, fire purposes 
and for flushing the sewers; $25,000 for the 
construction of bridges. $5 000 for improve­ 
ment j of public sauares and the streets 
around them, and the improvement of the 
water front and the construction of a sys­ 
tem of surface drainage.

Tiburón Citizens O bject to th e Em ploy­ 
m ent o f C hinam en. 


S a n 
F r a n c isc o , June 10th.—The an­ 
nouncement that a number of Chinese 
laborers were to be employed to do the 
grading on the property of the Bellevue 
Land Company, on Kershaw Island, near 
Tibaron, has been the cause of the follow­ 
ing notice to the contractor, signed by 100 
citizens of Tiburón: 
' 
To Mr. William Jewell: We, the undersigned, 
citizens of Tiburón, hearing that you are to en­ 
gage Chinamen to work on the island, near 
Tiburón, object to any such class of labor, and 
if Chinamen are engaged to work In or near 
Tiburón there will be some other remedy en­ 
forced to prevent such a class of people coming 
to or near Tiburón.

W a s h in g t o n , 
June 10th.—Bids were 
opened at the Navy Department at noon 
to-day for the construction of an armored 
cruiser of 8,100 tons displacement, a pro­ 
tected cruiser of 5,500 tons displacement, 
and a steel practice vessel of 800 tons dis­ 
placement. The two larger vessels will be 
required to develop a speed of twentv 
knots per hour. 
The limit of the cost for 
the armored cruiser is $3,500,000, for the 
protected cruiser $1,800.000, and for the 
practice ship $260,000. There was a large 
crowd present at the opening of the bids, 
including the representatives of all bidders 
and many newspaper correspondents. The 
bids were as follows: 
Union Iron Works, San Francisco—On 
the 8,100 ton cruiser, if built on deDart- 
ment’s plans, $3,100,000, and if built on 
contractor’s plane, $3,000,000; on the 5,500 
ton cruiser, if built on department’s plans, 
$1,796,000, and if built on contractor’s 
plans, $1,760,000. 
Risdon Don Works, San Francisco—On 
the 8,100 ton cruiser, if built on depart­ 
ment’s plans, $3,450,000. 
Cramps, of Philadelphia—On the 8,100 
ton cruiser, if built on department’s plans, 
$3,150,000, and if built on contractor's 
plans, $2,985,000. 
On the 5,500 ton cruiser the Union Iron 
Works was the only bidder and are reason­ 
ably sure of that contract. On the 8.100 
ton cruiser the Union Iron Works under­ 
bid its Eastern rivals by $50,000 on the de­ 
partment’s plans, and was but $15,000 
higher on the contractor’s plans. The gen­ 
eral impression at the department is that 
the Union Iron Works will get both con­ 
tracts. Irving Scott is very jubilant. 8ix 
months ago he told the California Associ­ 
ated Press representative that he proposed 
to build both vessels, and it looks now as 
if he will. There were two bids for the 
practice vessel, as follows; F. W. Wheeler 
& Co., Bar City, Mich., $245,000, and S. L.

MORMON CBURCH. 


A B ill to Give the Schools the Benefit of 
E scheated Property. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 10th.—Senator Ed­ 
munds introduced a bill in the Senate to­ 
day providing that all funds or other prop­ 
erty lately belonging to, or in possession, 
or claimed by the corporation of the Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints, shall 
be devoted to the benefit of the public 
common schools in Utah, the money to be 
disposed of by the Secretary of the Interior 
in such a manner as shall seem to him 
most expedient. The Supreme Court of 
Utah is invested with authority to make all 
the necessary and proper orders and de­ 
crees for the purpose. 
After the United States Supreme Court 
rendered a decree of annulling the charter 
and escheating to the United States the 
property of the Mormon Church, it with­ 
held the decree iu the case through a desire 
to find out the best method of disposing of 
the confiscated property or finding private 
owners to whom it might be reverted. 
The object of Senator Edmunds’ bill is to 
declare by Congressional enactment to 
what use the money and property may be 
devoted and relieve the Court of its embar­ 
rassment. 


FOREIGN APPRECIATION. 


Report o f th e Com m issioner to th e Paris 
Exposition. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 
10th. — Secretary 
Blaine to-day transmitted to Congress the 
official report of General Franklin, United 
States Commissioner General to the Paris 
Exposition. General Franklin says the 
United States section received high praise 
from the French republic, the Ministers 
who visited the Exposition officially, and 
from the jurors. 
’ 
The general appreciation of it is shown 
by the large list of prizes, a large propor­ 
tion of which were nigh ones. The French 
authorities have been very generous, and 
the greater number of decorations pre­ 
sented United States citizens than to any 
other foreign nation is evidence not only 
of the kindly feeling of the French toward 
the United States, but of the high appre­ 
ciation of the French Government of the 
exhibit of the United States. 


A ll Over a R elief B ill. 


W a s h in g t o n . June 10th.—This afternoon 
as a private bill was pending before the 
House for the relief of Hyland C . Kirk and 
others, which has been vigorously opposed 
by Springer of Illinois, the Representative 
had occasion to pass out of the ball, and at 
the doorway was confronted by Kirk, who 
demanded to be imformed why he opposed 
the bill. 
Springer replied that he opposed 
the bill because it would be an improper 
measure. Kirk retorted in an insinuating 
manner that he knew the reason of the op­ 
position. 
He refused to say what it was. 
Springer became indignant, and told Kirk 
that if he insinuated any improper motives 
he wonld have him brought before the bar 
of the House. Kirk subsided and Springer 
returned to the House and helped defeat 
the bill. 
N ational E lection Law. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 10th.—For the fourth 
time the Republican Representatives were 
in cancus to-night upon the subject of a 
national election law, the Lodge and Row­ 
ell bills being up. The preference of the 
Southern Republicans was for the Lodge 
plan. Finally Speaker Reed pointed out 
how the differences between the adherents 
of the two bills could be adjusted by a 
combination of the features or principles 
of each, which were unobjected to. His 
proposition was unanimously accepted, 
and Rowell and Lodge were instructed to 
formulate a compromise bill. 
Q uick W ork. 


W a s h in g t o n , June 10th.—In less than 
one hour the House disposed of the Post­ 
office appropriation bill of .$71,000,000, and 
a bill was passed creating Puget Sound a 
customs district and making Port Town­ 
send port of entry, with Tacoma and Seat­ 
tle sub-ports of entry.

CONGRESSIONAL. 


IN THE SENATE. 
W ashington, Ju n e 10th.—Among the petitions 
presented, and referred, in the Seuate this 
m orning, was one from the New Orleans Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce, asking an appropriation of 
8100,000 for the establishm ent of a steam ship 
line betw een New O rleans and the western coast 
of Africa. 
The House silver bill was referred to the F i­ 
nance Committee. 
B lair introduced (by request) a bill to pro­ 
h ib it the sale of intoxicating liquors on the 
grounds of expositions for w hich appropria­ 
tions are expended by th e United States. Re­ 
ferred. 
T he silver bill was then taken up, and uuani 
m ous consent given the request ol Joues of 
N evada th at after 3 o'clock Friday n ex t debate 
shall be lim ited to five m inutes by any Senator 
on any question. 
The question being on Plum b s am endm ent 
th at no funds available for the paym ent of the 
public debt, including such as are kept for the 
redem ption of United States notes, shall be re­ 
tained in the Treasury in excess of 3110,000,100, 
on m otion ot Harris, th is am endm ent was 
am ended by adding the words “providing gold 
and silver coin and gold bu.lion in th e Treas­ 
ury. on w hich certificates have been issued, 
shall not be considered available for any pur­ 
pose except the redem ption of such certifi­ 
cates.” 
Sherm an expressed bis opposition to P lum b's 
am endm ent, as in effect it w ould be really to 
leave only a working balance of ten m illions in 
the Treasury. 
Besides he thought the silver 
question im portant enough to be considered by 
itself, w ithout lugging in other com plications 
as to balances iu the Treasury and such m at­ 
ters. 8om etim es, as on q uarter days, the Sec­ 
retary h ad to pay $40 UOO.OUO, and som etim es he 
had to pay 320,(KW,000 a day for pensions. 
Reagan was of the opinion th at a reserve of 
fifty m illions would lte| sufficient, and he in­ 
tended to offer an am endm ent carrying out 
th a t idea. 
He thought the policy of punishing 
th e people for the benefit of m ouom t talists had 
been carried on iong enough 
The retention of 
th a t hundred m illions of gold had already cost 
th e G overnm ent forty m illions of interest. 
Teller said it had cost 646,00 J.000. 
He w ent 
on to question and deny the accuracy of some 
of the statem ents in Sherm an's last speech on 
th e bill. One of the points was th a t the gold 
dollar h ad alw ays been the u n it of value. 
T hat was,not true, said Teller, w hether it comes 
from the ex-Secretary of the Treasury or any­ 
body else. 
A nother point in Sherm an's speech, w hich 
Teller disputed and denied, was th at the in­ 
crease of circulation had kept pace w ith the 
increase of population. Teller argued th a t it 
would require an annual increase of 84,000,000 
iu currency to m eet the annual increase in 
population. 
As to the statem ent by Sherm an and others 
th a t the supporters of the bill w anted a cheap 
dollar, Teller said it was a species of demagogy 
w hich w as a disgrace to th e Senate. They 
w anted an honest dollar, a restored dollar, th at 
h ad been stricken down w ithout the will of the 
people and w ithout th eir knowledge. The m an 
who stood before the Senate arguing fora single 
standard was eith er dishonest or Ignorant, and 
had no right to represent the interests of the 
A m erican people. 
Teller w ent on to speak of the silver plank in 
the Republican N ational platform , and said if 
he had supposed it m ere clap-trap the R epubli­ 
can ticket would not have had such support 
from him . and would not have got the great 
m ajority it did in Colorado. 
He said the bi­ 
m etallic principle had had its worst enem y and 
its most effective foe in the Treasure-D epart­ 
m ent. It had been w ithin the power of the Ad­ 
m inistration to relieve the people, so th at w hat 
the people suffered was "at the door of the Ad­ 
m inistration." 
But there was no feeling favor­ 
able to bi-m etallism in high 
places, and 
there w ould not be while W all street could in­ 
fluence the political parties. Each party had 
been 
m et by the 
declaration 
th at 
Con­ 
gress m ust 
legislate 
so 
as 
to gain the 
good w ill of the business interests of the coun­ 
try. T hat m eant W all street. 
He rem em bered 
the case of a President (Cleveland) addressing 
a crowd of people in Wall street and saying he 
saw before him the representatives of the great 
interests of the country; hut the fact was. Teller 
said, he did not see before him a single m an 
who had ever done an honest day's work, ever 
produced an article of com m erce or ever pro­ 
m oted the industrial pur.-uits of the country. 
In conclusion, Teller declared that, ro m atter 
w here th e Republican party or him self should 
be left, his vote should be giveu for th at m eas­ 
ure w hich would unloosen the burden put upou 
the debtors of the country, an d do it w ithout 
detrim ent to the creditors. 
Call spoke in favor of free coinage, and then 
th e silver bill went over till to-morrow. 
After an executive session, the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
in th e h o u s e . 
W ashington, Ju n e 10th.—The Speaker laid 
before the House the Senate bill am endatory of 
th e internal revenue laws.

THE STARVING POOR OF EGYPT. 


France Asks England to Evacuate 
K gjpt-T he Czechs and Ger- 
maus—Lawn Tennis.

L ondon, June 10th.—The most appalling 
accounts are received of the sufferings of 
the inhabitants in npper Egypt along the 
route of the expedition of the relief for 
Gordon. 
Mr. H aworth, who is interesting him self 
in getting up the subscription for the relief 
of the starving people and doing his ut­ 
most to interest the Government in their 
behalf, makes public in the London Times 
the following letter, which has Just been 
received from a friend in Snakim : 
"Y ou have no idea of the awful state of 
misery the country is in. The population 
is absolutely starving and the people are 
like living 
saeletons. 
Only the very 
wealthy formerly have still something left. 
Of course the greatest misery is among the 
widows and children of the meu we have 
killed, and we m ust have disposed of at 
least 20,000. and those had considerable 
over 100,000 deoeudent upon them. So you 
can guess the local misery. 
It dees seem 
hard, after killing the bread-winners, to 
leave innocent women and children to ut­ 
ter destitution and painful death. 
1 have 
two children here, sent me from Tokar. 
Their mothers, sisters, brothers and all 
their friends died of starvation. 
Their 
united ages may be 15. and I am willing to 
wager that they do not weigh 45pounds be­ 
tween them . Cannibalism has taken place. 
Everything moving has been eaten. 
Dogs, 
cats, rats, donkeys, snakes, lizards, old 
bones and leather are eagerly devoured, 
and the stronger take by force front the 
weak. 
I have seen a big boy seize a small 
one and try to strangle him for the food 
that was in his mouth, and m any other 
awful sights. 
Subscriptions have 
been 
started which enable the Relief Committee 
to feed about 8,000 of the worst cases ami 
to start a m at hospital for the sick. 
This is 
atS uakim . 
At Tokar starvation is worse. 
Between fifty and one hundred, and some 
times over, die daily. Kaseala ia still worse, 
whole families being found dead in their 
houses. 
At Galabat and Gedarit the popu­ 
lation has nearly ceased to exist. At Ber­ 
bers, Scbenda and Meteraneh, the same. 
At Haliba, Mahaiued Ghoul and Aglig the 
distress is also intense."

LICENSING LAWLESSNESS. 


The San Francisco Alla enters a vigor' 
ous protest against the policy obtaining in 
San Francisco concerning boxing and 
slogging. A slogger was killed the other 
night in that city ; he received his in­ 
juries in a “match” before one of the 
licensed so-called “athletic clubs.” But, 
as the Alta observes, the matches these 
clubs arrange are very slightly modified 
from prize fights, that by the laws of the 
State are declared to be felonies, and for 
which those engaged in them on convic­ 
tion may be sent to the State Prison, while 
all those present at such matches may be 
punished for misdemeanor. 
As a matter of fact, and on this point 
our information is direct and undeniable, 
the boxers before the licensed clubs of San 
Francisco really fight. They use gloves 
that little, if any, reduce the risk of the 
blows doing damage. They pound each 
other until blood flows, teeth are broken, 
bones fractured, eyes closed up and faces 
are swollen beyond recognition. Not in­ 
frequently one or both of the combatants 
receive such injury as to lay them up in a 
hospital for a considerable time. 
These are the kind of contests that the 
city of San Francisco licenses at a right 
round figure, and to which the select few 
with coin in their purses are admitted. 
But no matter how large the gloves, how 
harmless the exercise, how merely in 
mimicry the boxing is indulged in, if any 
one outside these athletic clubs gives a 
boxing exhibition, the police pouncé upon 
the offenders and cart them off to prison. 
The favorite four hundred of the slog, 
ging social circle can, under cover of 
municipal law, gratify a vulgar and brutal 
taste by witnessing two hired sloggeis 
beat each other into insensibility. But the 
poor man is not permitted to witness the 
most harmless exhibition of expertness in 
assault and defense, in which the partici­ 
pants’ hands are clothed in “pillows,” and 
when they do each other no physical harm. 
Only a few days ago, in a respectable 
theater, one of the first of San Francisco, 
in the course of a play, two of the actors, 
following the text, plot and stage business 
set down, engaged in a mimic boxing 
gloved match. 
It was pure mimicry, not 
genuine boxing, no slogging, and yet the 
police arrested the management of the 
theater under the municipal ordinance. 
The same night, or certainly within a day 
or two, at one of the licensed athletic 
clubs, one bruiser beat another into insen­ 
sibility, and the wounded man had to be 
carried away in the arms of friends and 
put into a hospital. 
The municipal authorities, the Super­ 
visors, Mayor and police of San Fran­ 
cisco, know these to be facte. They are 
parties to a miserable example of incon­ 
sistency ; they know that they protect law­ 
lessness in one case, and interfere to pre­ 
vent harmless exercise and athletic skill 
in another, and that the distinction be­ 
tween what they condemn and that they 
approve is measured by the heavy license 
paid by a limited class of men for the 
privilege of gratifying a brutal taste. Re­ 
ferring to the case of McBride, beaten 
to death 
before 
an 
“Athletic Club,” 
under the broad protection of the great 
municipal seal of the metropolis, the Alta, 
prior to the death, well said: 
The law makes no distinction between “ring’' 
tights in club-rooms and ring tights elsewhere, 
nor between ring fights with bare fists and 
knuckles encased in gloves which arc often 
harder and better calcnlated to bruise, wound 
and kill than the uncovered fist. The police 
and some of the police judges, however, for rea­ 
sons best known to themselves, assume that 
there is a distinction, and refuse to enforce the 
law. McBride, who will probably die from the 
heating he received at the bands of Frank La 
Rue, is not entitled to much sympathy. He is 
the victim of his own folly and brutality. But 
this does not excuse the crime of the brute La 
Rue, who with revenge and hate in his heart 
beat him to death, or of the other wor-e brutes, 
who without even the palliation of passion, and 
■with no motive other than the lust of blood, 
howled themseives hoarte with delight while 
one human being was battering another out of 
all semblance of "humanity 
The killing of Mc­ 
Bride, for it seems impossible that he should re­ 
cover, was murder, and the seconds and referees 
and every- spectator present are accessories, 
S 
uuishable equally with the principal. 
Mc- 
ride’s death will not be regretted if it lead to 
the punishment of his murderers and the 
breaking up of such clubs as the Golden Gate 
Athletic Club, the California Athletic Club and 
other clubs of the same nature, which, under 
the pretense of the encouragement of manly 
sport, arc organized and m aintained solely for 
tne purpose of enabling members to witness 
bloody prize fights under the protection of the 
police.

himsell in any event, he is not gotog to trouble ! 
himself about the plight of those who have 
neither knowledge enough nor money enough . 
to protect themselves against fraud. He has no 
right to shut his eyes to dirty streets elsewhere 
because he can afford to keep his own street 
clean by private contract, and has a country 
house where he spends half the year. He has 
no right to surrender the poor to corrupt or ig­ 
norant Judges because he can pay for the best 
police the country affords. In short, he has no 
right to live an absolutely selfish life In the city 
any more than in the country at large. Patri­ 
otism has its m unicipal obligations as well as 
national obligations, and, in tact, makes duty 
to the municipality far clearer to the plain man 
than duty to the nation. 


In the Nexo England Magazine Mr. F. H_ 
Chase objects to the conclusion so generally 
reached by the country that New England 
farms are 
steadily being depopulated. 
W hile he admits that in some respects it 
is true that New England agriculture can­ 
not hold its own against the rich tracts of 
the far West, which have in recent years 
been brought into cultivation, but that by 
admitting this point the whole question is 
proved that agriculture is decreasing in 
New England on account of the competi­ 
tion of the newer States is, he insists, far 
from true. 
“On the contrary, it can be 
shown that New England has not declined 
in what Horace Greeley has called ‘the 
noblest of professions,’ and that there is as 
yet no immediate danger of the disappear­ 
ance of our landed estates and the con­ 
version of the New England farmers, that 
class of husbandmen which has become so 
inseparably connected with the history of 
the whole country, into shopmen and 
manufacturers.”

Mr. E. L. Goodkin, in the North Ameri­ 
can Review for J une, has done a good serV' 
ice in his paper on “Criminal Politics” by 
calling public thought to consideration of 
municipal obligations of citizens. 
Thus he 
enunciates an axiomatic troth when he says 
that the objects of a municipal corporation 
are to supply the inhabitants of a certain 
locality with certain conditions of physical 
health and comfort, plus the education of 
their children. “The work is paid for by 
an annual subscription, and the executive 
officers are elected by a general vote. If 
there be in this world a plain moral obli 
gation, it is the obligation which rests on 
every inhabitant to use his vote in elect­ 
ing these officers solely in the common 
interest of himself and his neighbor.” 
We take it that there is not extant a 
simpler, more understandable statement of 
what the duty of a people in a municipal 
corporation is. The one overshadowing 
and altogether sufficient consideration in 
city government should be the attainment 
of the greatest comfort and prosperity at 
the least cost, irrespective of political con­ 
tentions and ambitions. The policies of a 
municipal corj>oration should be those re­ 
lating to economic administration ; to the 
health, refinement, safety and happiness of 
the people; the suppression of vice; the 
punishment of crime, and the conservation 
of legitimate industry. 
Whv, under such 
a standard, should there be any political, 
that is to say, any party contention ? 
Mr. Goodkin, addressing himself to the 
inhabitant of a city, declares that he has 
not the moral right to use his voice or vote 
in municipal conduct for his own individ­ 
ual interest, or the interest of somebody 
not dwelling in or owning property in the 
municipality. To do so, he declares, is a 
breach of trust, and he adds: 
The more poor, or isnora.nt.or helpless neigh­ 
bors the inhabitant of a muuicip-U corporation 
has. the more solemn is the obligation which 
rests on him to usa fcis superior intelligence for 
the’r benefit. He has no right to let tnem be 
swindled by clever t-h.rpers if he can prevent 
it tim plv because they are eesity duped.

STAGE ROBBER SANS0KE IS GRANTED 
A NEW TRIAL. 


Errors Made by the Trial Court Pointed 
Out and Criticised by Supreme 
Court Justices. 


The Supreme Court yesterday filed an 
opinion in Deputy 8upreme Court Clerk 
Williams’ office, in this city, in the case of 
the People vs. John Sansome. The de­ 
fendant was convicted of the crime of rob­ 
bery in Placer county and sentenced to 
imprisonment in the State Prison for life. 
He appealed from the judgment and the 
order deny ing him a new trial. After pass­ 
ing on errors in ruling claimed by defend­ 
ant’s attorney, the Court says : 
It is urged for appellant that several other 
prejudicial errors were committed, bnt one of 
them only we think need be noticed. The rob­ 
bery charged against the defendant was com­ 
mitted on August 11, 1887, near Michigan Bluff, 
in Placer county, and consisted in stopping a 
stage-driver and taking from Wells. Fargo & 
Co. s expresa-box, which he was carrying, $255 
in gold coin. The defendant was arrested lor 
the offense on September 21st following at Elk 
Grove, In Sacramento county, and was taken 
thence to Sacramento city. The officer who 
made the arrest was a witness, and was asked 
by counsel lor the prosecution if he searched 
de’endant in the City Prison. He answered 
that defendant was searched in his presence, 
and that certain articles were found upon him 
there. Counsel then exhibited to the witness 
and jury a number of articles taken from the 
person of defendant, and proceeded to examine 
s lid witness as to the character of said articles 
and the uses to which they were supposed to be 
adapted. To this examination counsel for de­ 
fendant objected, on the ground that the arti­ 
cles had no bearing ou the case and had noth­ 
ing to do with the commission of the crime 
charged. The Court overruled the objection 
and the defendant duly excepted. The witness 
then proceeded to testify as follows: “There 
are some of these things I recognize. This bit 
X remember. There are two bits and a knife 
I distinctly remember, and the putty knife 
Those drills in the right m an's or m en’s hands 
are called safe drills, and used as such, and 
then they would drill most anything else. And 
a whetstone and watch spring. The whetstone 
I presume, they would use that to sharpen a 
knife or tool. This, I presume, could be used 
for unlocking some lock—a skeleton key for a 
padlock. This would possibly be used ia blow­ 
ing up a safe, and this is used for picking open 
a window sash. This would open a handcuff if 
in the right shape, etc.” 
" 
Counsel for defendant moved to strike out all 
this kind of testimony, but the Court denied 
the motion. 
The defendant here appears to have been con­ 
victed upon evidence wholly circumstantial, as 
shown, among other things, by the testimony of 
the stage driver himself, who first made affida­ 
vit that one Steve Robinson was the man wno 
stopped and robbed the stage. • * * 
Now, how the articles found on defendant in 
Sacramento forty-one days after the robbery was 
committed can be said to constitute a link in 
the chain of circumstances which tend to con­ 
nect the delendant with the commission of the 
robbery, is more than we can understand. It 
does not appear that the robbery was committed 
by the aid of articles like those' shown in evi­ 
dence, nor that the defendant was in the vicin­ 
ity at or about the time the offense was com­ 
mitted. The only evidence, so far as the record 
shows, as to where the deiendant was at any 
time prior to bis arrest, was on the part of the 
prosecution, that he was at or near Forest Hill 
August 18th, and on the part or ihc- defense 
that he was in Grass Valley between 1 and 2 
o'clock in the afternoon of the 11th—distant 
more than 30 miles irom the place of the rob­ 
bery. 
We think the Court erred In admitting the ev­ 
idence objected to. and in reluslug to strikeout 
after it was admitted. We therefore advise that 
the judgment and order be reversed and the 
cause be remanded for a new tr al. 
The opinion is written by Commissioner 
Belcher, and Judge McFarland in concur­ 
ring in the judgment of Mr. Belcher, says : 
I wish to add that some of the instructions 
given at the request of the prosecution and not 
noticed in the opinion were clearly wrong. For 
instance, the jury are told that “ when direct 
evidence cannot be produced minds « ili form 
their judgment on circumstances, and act ou 
the probabilities of the case ” 
This would 
probably be understood by the jury as instruc­ 
ting them that their minds must “act on prob­ 
abilities” in determining the guilt of the de­ 
fendant, which would clearly be erroneous. 
But the instruction proceeds »s follows: “As 
absolute certainty is seldom to be obtained in 
hum an affairs, reason reouires that the jury in 
forming

perior number of probabilities on the side 
oi the people or 
the defendant. 
This is 
not only against the settled rale as to the 
amount of proof necessary to convict in crimi 
nal cases, but is against the express language 
of the code. The instruction was also given 
that “in order to convict the circumstantial 
evidence should be such as to produce nearlv 
the same degree of certainty as that which 
arises from direct testimony.” This, in my 
opinion, it a doubtful and dangerous proposi­ 
tion. I do net mean to Bay that it would be 
sufficient to reverse a judgment, for I am aware 
that somewhat similar language was held not 
to be erroneous in People vs. Cronin and in at 
least two subsequent cases. But the doctrine 
has never been satisfactory to the profession, 
and can be upheld only by tne most stringent 
use of the rale of «fore oemi*. In my judgment 
it had better be abandoned by prosecuting offi­ 
cers, for its use in future may put just convic­ 
tions in peril. 


FRITZ GBUHLER’S PARTNER. 
He Came, He Saw, He Conquered, and 
Then He Skipped. 
Fred Strouss is missing, and Fritz Grnh- 
ler, of the Forrest Saloon on K street, is 
unhappy. So is his wife, and the canse of 
their griel is thus explained : 
Some two weeks ago there came to the 
city a bright-looking stranger, fishing for 
suckers. How or why he happened to 
fasten his hooks upon Mr, Gruhler is not 
known, but he selected him for his victim. 
It happened that Mr. Gruhler was not ad­ 
verse to having a nice-looking partner to 
share the labor and profits of his saloon, 
and this fact seemed to impress Mr. Strouss 
with the fact that it was just the sort of 
opening he desired. 
He showed Mr. Gruhler an alleged cer­ 
tificate of deposit on one of the national 
banks of Philadelphia for $5.650, and 
when he agreed to pay Gruhler $1.000 for a 
half interest in the business, the latter ac­ 
cepted the offer only too eladly. Stronss 
drew a check for the $1,000, the papers 
were signed, and he slipped behind the 
bar as a full-fledged partner in the con­ 
cern. 
Mr. Gruhler deposited the check with 
the D. O. Mills Bank for collection, and it 
was sent on. In the meantime the new 
firm had a fresh lot of business cards 
printed and distributed as follows: 
FRED STROt'SS. 
FRITZ ORUHLEK. 
THE FORREST, 
GRUHLER & STROUSS 
«..PROPRIETORS. 
Fine Wines, Liquors and Cigars. 
Mr. Gruhler'e new partner explained that 
he needed some things before his money 
could come from the East, so Mr. Grnhler 
went security for him at a jeweler’s store 
for a fine gold watch and cnain. Strouss 
was also short of ready money, so Grnhler 
and bis wife lent him freely from their 
private store—he was such a tine fellow ! 
Strouss was in clover, but he was not 
yet satisfied. 
He explained, and Mr. 
Gruhler readily understood, that the pro­ 
prietor of a prosperous saloon was as much 
ontof place without a fine horse and buggy 
as a hotel clerk would be without a quar- 
ter-ioch diamond in his shirt-front. 
In the goodness of his heart Mr. Grnhler 
went security for a horse and baggy for 
Stronss, in order that his partner might 
put on at least as mnch style as some of 
the dive keepers in town. He took him 
ont to the picnic last Sunday and intro­ 
duced him to all his German triends, ana 
Mr. Strouss was for the time the lion of 
the Forrest, his partner being content to be 
overshadowed by him in consideration of 
the $1,0U0 that would soon be on the way 
from Philadelphia. 
Mr. Stronss was very industrious, and 
for the last four or live days attended 
closely to the saloon, so that Mr. Gruhler 
might erjoy a needed rest. 
Yesterday morning he did not show up, 
and the senior partner had to do the 
drudgery. 
That wr.s all right, but later in 
the day he was notified by the bank that 
the Pniladelphia b ank 
had jost tele­ 
graphed that it had no knowledge of any 
such man as Strouss. 
Grnhler then discovered that the receipts 
of the saloon for several days had not been 
accounted tor, and he wanted to see Strouss 
awtul bad. But the latter has not since 
shown up, neither has the gold wetch, nor 
the saloon receipts, nor all the money lent 
him. 
But, fortunately, the horse and 
buggy had been left behind. 
In short, all that Gruhler has to show for 
his losses are the horse and buggy and a big 
pile of business cards. 
And this is why he is in sorrow to-day.

On the contrary, the young m an sought 
the apartments of him self and wife and 
proceeded to pack up what clothing and 
articles of value he possessed. 
The next seen of him was at the depot. 
H e was accompanied by a young woman, 
who, rum or has it, is the wife of another 
m an.

Mr. Morrison clenched his brawny fist as 
he said this, and shook it menacingly. 


W H O W AS JA C K ’S C O M PA N IO N ? 
Mrs. Terras could not be fonnd by the re­ 
v porter, but it was said that she was stop­ 
ping at the home of a friend and was 
alm ost beside herself with grief. 
“B ut who was the lady ne took with 
him ?” was the question the gossipers of the 
neighborhood repeatedly asked each other. 
Sharp and knowing as scandal mongers 
usually are, no one seemed to know. 
The reporter in his efforts to sift the 
affajr to the bottom learned that a lady 
w ho lives at Thirteenth street had been 
seen at the depot in company w ith the 
fleeing clerk and his companion. 
After 
some difficulty this lady was found and an 
interview, somewhat stormy, was had.

“ W ere you not conversing with him and 
another young lady at the depot?” 
"W ell, ves.” 
“And did not that young lady accom­ 
pany him on the cars?”

MARRIAGE A FAILURE. 


In sta n c e s W h ere th e N u p tial K n o t M ast 
N eeds b e U n tied . 
“ We were m arried in Sacramento in 
May, 1389, and never since that tim e has 
he contributed a cent toward m y support,” 
said Mrs. Em m a Aymeyer, in Superior 
Judge A rm strong’s Court yesterday while 
on the witness stand as plaintiff in a suit 
for divorce from Charles Aymeyer. 
In answer to questions by her attorney, 
F ran k Estaboook, Mrs. Aymeyer, who is s 
comely and respectable looking young lady, 
proceeded to tell the Conrt of the unhappy 
life she had been forced to lead since her 
marriage. She was the daughter of J. C. 
Stevens, a well-known stable man of Pla- 
cerville, and had it not been tor the finan­ 
cial aid she received trom her father, she 
says she does not know w hat she would 
have done to keep body and soul together. 
Aymeyer took her to San Joee, and there 
began to systematically abuse her, often 
beating her, calling her vile names, and 
several times threatening to take her life. 
Mr. Stevens, the unhappy wile's father, 
related how he had supported his daugh­ 
ter, and told of incidents of the husband's 
cruelty. 
District Attorney Bruner, who 
had known Mrs. Aymeyer since she was a 
mere child, testified that she was an nnnsu- 
} ally industrious, amiable and respectable 
lady, and one who would not exaggerate 
the state of her domestic affairs. 
The husband did not appear in Conrt to 
deny the charges, although he had been 
duly notified, 
and 
Judge 
Armstrong 
prom ptly granted the divorce. 
The party had no sooner filed out of the 
Court-room when Add C. H inkson, attor­ 
ney for Mrs. Alice H atch, arose and an­ 
nounced that he was ready to proceed in 
Mrs. Hatch's suit for divorce from W . H. 
H . Hatch. 
It was a sim ilar case to that of the Av- 
meyers, only that Mrs. H atch had suffered 
m uch longer. She had been married since 
1879. About six years ago her husband, 
who is a carpenter, left home and w ent to 
M onterey, and since that tim e had contri­ 
buted little or nothing toward the support 
of his wife and three children. Mrs. Hatch 
testified that she was compelled to work in 
the canneries and in private families in 
order to supply herself and children with 
the accessaries of life. 
It4ras also shown that when the divorce 
papers were served npon H atch, he ex­ 
pressed hopes that his wife would succeed 
in her snit, and refused to enter any ob­ 
jection. 
T he divorce was accordingly granted, and 
the custody of the children was awarded to 
Mrs. H atch. 
.

G row ers A re H opeful o f R eceiving Good 
P rices T his Y ear. 
In a conversation with a R ecord-U nion 
reporter a few days ago A. Menke, the 
well-known hop-grower, stated that the 
present crop outlook is very hopeful. The 
weather has been favorable to a strong and 
healthy growth, and the vines are doing 
finely. 
Being asked if the hop growers of the 
county had m ade any arrangem ents with 
Mr. Lemay, the London dealer who was 
here recently, to ship direct to the London 
m arket, Mr. M enke said that nothing was 
done in the m atter. 
“The hop-growers of Sacramento,” said 
he, “ are content to let m atters rem ain as 
they are. W e have reason to believe that 
every pound we raise can be sold right 
here at home, and there seema to be no 
reason w hy we should go to the trouble of 
shipping to Europe.” 
“ W hat is the outlook for fair prices this 
y ear?” 
“It is excellent. I think that growers 
will receive very good prices for this year’s 
crop, and, generally speaking, the season 
promises to be a favorable one to hop- 
growers.” 
George Manger, another hop factor, who 
was recently through our State, has just 
received a cablegram from bis firm, Manger 
<fc Henley, 59 Borough, London, staling 
that the “fly” has appeared in the Euglish 
hop fields, but the m arket does not move 
much yet, as they are waiting for more de­ 
cisive news from the hop-yards. If this- 
this 8bonld continue, it will materially 
affect the price of hope all through the 
Pacific coast. Mr. Manger was very much 
impressed with the richness of oar soil and 
its suitability for producing the very finest 
hops.

HORRIBLE, IF TRUE. 


A Report That a Body was Burled Be­ 
fore U fe was Extinct. 
C h ic a g o, 
June 
10th.—An 
afternoon 
paper prints the following: Last Saturday 
the funeral of John Buske, who died sud­ 
denly, was held at the residence. Friends 
remarked the lifelike appearance, but the 
doctor pronounced the man dead. When 
the cortege reached the cemetery some one 
suggested that the coffin be opened, but 
this whs voted down, notwithstanding tap­ 
ping from the inside of the-coffin indicated 
that there was life there. As the body was 
being lowered into the grave the tapping 
became more pronounced, but the burial 
proceeded. 
Yesterday 
the 
grave was 
opened and the coffin removed, and an ex­ 
amination was made. Buske’s body was 
twisted, the features distorted, the tongue 
bitten nearly in two, the finger nails im­ 
bedded in the flesh, and there was every 
indication that a horrible struggle had 
taken place. 


TBE RBPOBT DBSiED. 


C h ic a g o , June lOtb.—An evening paper 
publishes a lengthy and sensational ac­ 
count of the death and alleged interment 
alive of Gustave Cantor, which has been 
brought down to statements of facts. It 
seems to be merely a suspicious esse. The 
story was first told by a workman named 
John Stier, who said that iFebruary 25th 
last, when passixg the Ridge Lawn Ceme­ 
tery, Superintendent Miller called him in. 
Miller was filling in a new grave, and told 
Stier he believed the man in the coffin was 
alive. They listened, and heard sounds 
which Stier claims sounded as it made by 
some one rapping on the iBside of the cof­ 
fin. Milier, however, continued to fill in 
the grave, and water also ran in, covering 
the coffin, and the sounds oeased. Stier 
says Miller subsequently reopened the 
grave, and found tne body distorted, and 
every evidenee that death occurred after in­ 
terment 
Superintendent -Miller, when questioned 
by the reporter, said that when burying 
Cantor be did hearnoises, hut oc taking off 
the lid of the coffin found that the man 
was dead. After replacing the coffin lid he 
saw Stier passing, and thought it would be 
a good joke to scare him, which he did 
subsequently, and clinched the story by 
telling of the alleged exhumation. The 
noises in th e grave he now thinks were 
caused by the water -running in around the 
coffin. 
At the bespital to-day it was stated that 
Cantor died of heart .disease, and the phy­ 
sicians scout the idea that he subsequently 
revived. 


HYDHOtHOBIA. 


Terrible Death R e s u ltin g F ro m A te B ite 
o f a D og. 
New Y oru, June iOth.—For sir hours 
Edmund Corriveau lav in his isolated cell 
at Bellevue Hospital yesterday snapping 
and snarling and going through all the ter­ 
rible paroxysms of hydrophobia. At noon 
no ope dared to go uesr him. and at 2:30 
o’clock in the afternoon‘he diet! from-cheer 
exhaustion. 
Corriveau was b'tten som e four weeks 
ago by a blaok-snd-tan terrier. The dog 
was instantly kilted and the wound cauter­ 
ized. SimpleTeaiedies were also applied, 
in the shape of washes and lotions. Xo 
one, not even Coiriveau himself, suspected 
any symptoms of madness :u the dog, and 
he'pursued his work as usual. Last Thurs­ 
day Corriveau noticed a slight prickling at 
bis wrist, the place where he had been bit­ 
ten. This pricklinz lasted a day and th*? 
passed away. On Friday Corriveau. having 
been hard at work iu the fieids, attempted 
to drink a glass of milk. Although it was 
a favorite beverage, it fiiled him with re­ 
pulsion. He could not, try as he would, 
awallow it. The prickling sensation re­ 
turned aud the difficulty in swallowing in­ 
ceased.
